The 316th Infantry, of which most 
of the Adams County boys at Camp 
Meade are members “did good work” 
dispatches to-day state in telling of 
maneuvers held Monday when Wash­ 
ington was theoretically saved from 
the Germans. 


Infantry, 
supported 
by 
machine 
gun companies, the engineers and sig­ 
nal battalions, successfully defended 
the capital and Government buildings. 
President Wilson, and even the mem­ 
bers of Congress, were saved from 
capture. 


Early in the morning the approach 
of the enemy was signaled to Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Knowles, commanding 
the defenders. 
He threw four regi­ 
ments of infantry into the fray, and 
after considerable maneuvering, cheek­ 
ed the attackers anti drove them in 
utter rout away from the field. 


By keeping the advance ranks close­ 
ly in touch with headquarters, the 
wireless men of the signal corps did 
splendid work, and at no time were 
the reinforcements in the rear out of 
communication with the front. 


Although the attack of course was 
not real, it was hot while it lasted. 
The enemy existed only in theory, but 
the field movements were actually car­ 
ried out as though an actual army 
was opposing. 
The boys of the 315th 
Infantry—Philadelphia 
troops—were 
in the frtiy from start to finish. 
The 
314th and 316th, composed mostly of 
Pennsylvanians, also did good work.

London, May 21—Fighting is speed­ 
ing up on all fronts, Field Marshal 
Haig’s report and those from the 
French and Italian war offices indi­ 
cate. 
Successful actions have been 
launched by the Allied troops. 
French troops east and north-east 
of Locre on the northern part of the 
Flanders Front gained all objectives. 
The British won an engagement be­ 
tween Arras and Albert. 
The French War Office announces 
that a French detachment penetrated 
the Germans’ first and second 
lines 
north-west of Reims. 
Artillery action is increasing north 
and south of the Avra. 
The Italian War Office reports the 
repulse of an enemy raid in the vicin­ 
ity of Asitico. 


On the Albanian Front in Macedonia, 
French and Italian troops in a three 
days' engagement drove back the Bul­ 
gar? twelve and a half miles. 
It was 
the most important Allied 
advance 
there in more than a year.

German Aviators Take Next to 
Heaviest ToH since they

Drive Forward on Two Mile 
Front and Establish their 
Unes Welt. 
With 
the 
American 
Army 
in 
France, May 21—Major 
Raoul Luf­ 
berry, the 
crack American 
aviator 
and the first American ace to lose his 
life in aerial 
fights, was shot down 
Sunday by 
a big tier man triplane, 
which he 
was attacking. 
Lufberry 
jumped from 
his flaming 
machine 
when 860 yard* 
aboves th# ground. 
He had 17 ai ct sri es to hi!* credit. 
He was buried 
Monday with full 
military honors by French and Ameri­ 
can detachments. 
It was about IO o’clock in the morn­ 
ing When a Gentian triplane suddenly 
deft rended from the clouds, apparent­ 
ly because of engine trouble, until it 
was only sow* 1,500 meters over the 
city 
of Toul. 
The American fliers 
were on -thr alert and sbme of them 
headed for the flphiing line to await 
the enemy on his return. 
Lufberry and the pilot of another 
machine made after the German, who 
quickly ran away from the direction 
of the line, the two American ma­ 
chines 
following him. 
Eight miles 
away from 
the enemy’s Vine 
Luf­ 
berry was seen to attack from under 
the tail, but then he drew off as if 
his machine gun had jammed. 
Two 
minutes later he attacked again from 
the same position and almost imme­ 
diately **is machine burst into flames. 
The Americans on the ground and 
hundreds of French men and women 
going to church 
along the country 
roads were horror stricken as they 
saw the airplane 
like a ball of fire 
plunging earthward. Suddenly they 
saw the form of a man leap from the 
machine. 
Lufberry’s body fell in a little flow­ 
ering garden while his airplane, still 
burning dropped to the ground 400 
yards awny. 
By the time 
the first 
Americans had reached the spot the 
body of the famous flyer had been 
taken by the French to the little city 
I halt where it later was covered with 
the French 
tricolor and the 
great 
piles of roses and wild flowers. 
The German machine which brought 
I Lufi>erry 
down, which was 
armed 
with two machine guns, with an op­ 
erator for each piece, apparently es­ 
caped. 
Lufberryj* only wound, aside from 
those received when he crashed to 
earth, was a bullet hole through his 
thumb. 
Apparently the same bullet 
punctured one of the gasoline tanks 
I of his machine. 
The German 
machine was 
under 
heavy antiaircraft fire several times 
both before and after the air fight, 
and one explosion of a shell 
upset 
the enemy plane, but it managed to 
1 straighten out again. 
Major Lufberry was known through-* 
1 out the American 
Army and in the 
French air service as Luff, and was 
I one of the most 
pojfblar flyers on 
* the front. 
He was a daring aviator, 
: but noted for his coolness as well as

Relatives of American soldiers who 
are 
prisoners 
of 
war 
are 
being 
promptly informed of their status and 
movements so far as it is possible to 
obtain the facts. 
This task is being 
performed by the prisoners of w ar 
section of the miscellaneous division 
of The Adjutant General’s office in 
the War Department with the co-ope­ 
ration of the Red Cross. 
Up to date this section has forward­ 
ed information to relatives of about 
300 imprisoned Americans, nearly 200 
of these being 
civilians, 
including 
members of ship crews, who were 
interned in Germany at the outbreak 
of the war. 
While considerably more 
than IOO American soldiers have been 
reported by Gen. Pershing as missing, 
only about this number have been lo­ 
cated in prison camps. 
No reports 
have been received relative to the 
whereabouts of 183 Americans claim­ 
ed by the Germans to have been cap­ 
tured in a recent engagement. 
Some 
of these probably have been included 
in the lists of the missing. 
First News in a Week 
As a rule reports of the location 
of prisoners have reached the prison­ 
er* bf war section of the War Depart­ 
ment through the Red Cross within 
a week or ten days sifter their cap­ 
ture. 
Usually the first reports give 
the temporary camp tfo which the pris­ 
oners are taken. Often the prisoners 
are moved to a second and sometimes 
a third camp. 
In each case the word 
usually comes through without much 
delay. 
Under the system adopted, tele­ 
grams 
are 
sent to relatives 
first 
when the men are reported by Gen. 
Pershing as missing. These telegrams 
are sent by the statistical division of 
The Adjutant General’s Office, which 
also handles casualties. The next tele­ 
grams are sent to relatives when in- 
| formation arrives relative to their 
I whereabouts In prison camps. These 
telegrams go from the Prisoners of 
| War Section. 
Simultaneously circular letters are 
j sent to relatives by the Prisoners of 
j War Section informing them how they 
J may communicate with the captured 
soldiers. 
As later information ar- 
i rives regarding the transfer of prison- 
I ers from one camp to another tele­ 
grams are sent promptly to the rela­ 
tives. 
It is a surprise to many to learn 
how easily it is possible for rela­ 
tives to communicate with prisoners. 
Prisoners of war are entitled to re- 
lecive and send letters, money orders, 
and valuables, as well as parcels by 
post, not exceeding 
ll 
pounds in 
weight. 
When intended for interna- 
l tional mail these are free from a1) 
j postal duties. 
Addressing of Mail 
The mail should be addressed to the 
prisoner, giving his rank, full name, 
1 and the name of the prison camp, if 
known, followed by “Prisoner of War 
Mail, via New York”. The name and 
: address of the sender must be given 
on the upper left-hand corner, and in 
, the case of parcel-post packages the
